A reading  of  the  following  will  prove  an  aid  to  you  and  to  us: 

Early  Orders : Our  rush  season  comes  in  the  months  of  March  and  April.  Orders  sent 

at  once  secure  prompt  shipments  from  our  full  stocks. 

How  to  Order:  Write  your  name,  postoffice,  state  and  express  office  plainly  with  black 

ink,  on  every  order,  and  every  time  you  write  to  us.  Give  plain  express,  mail  or  freight 
directions ; where  none  are  given,  we  route  the  same  at  buyer’s  risk. 

Orders  are  Promptly  Filled : Or  in  case  of  delay,  notify  by  postal  card.  If  you  do 

not  hear  from  an  order  sent  us,  within  a reasonable  time,  send  us  a duplicate  order, 
covering  date  of  order,  amount  of  same  and  form  of  remittance,  your  name  and  full 
address.  If  you  cover  these  points  in  your  first  letter,  a long  delay  is  often  saved  in 
tracing. 

Plant,  Tree  and  Small  Fruit  Orders  Must  Amount  to  $1.  We  cannot  afford  to  fill  orders 
of  less  amount  than  one  dollar,  unless  in  addition  to  the  amount  for  plants  wanted, 
ten  cents  is  sent.  This  Does  Not  Apply  to  Seed  Orders. 

Shipping:  We  will  use  our  best  judgment  as  to  the  best  way  of  sending  orders  when 

specific  directions  are  not  given.  On  large  “postpaid”  orders  it  is  better  to  have  them  go 
by  express  if  your  town  is  on  a railroad — it  is  safer.  We  prepay  express  charges 
quoted  “postpaid.”  If  special  directions  in  shipping  are  needed,  send  them  explicitly, 
and  where  express  or  freight  office  is  different  from  postoffice,  so  state  in  space  on 
our  order  sheet.  Paris  Green,  Nico  Fume  and  other  poisons  are  not  mailable,  nor 
are  liquids  and  other  insecticides;  they  must  go  by  express  or  freight.  Seeds  do  not 
pack  well  with  nursery  stock,  because  they  are  liable  to  get  damp  and  become  spoiled ; 
it  is  better  to  have  them  shipped  separately. 

Freight  or  Express:  All  express  lines  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  carry  seeds  and 

plants  at  the  special  reduced  rate  of  20  per  cent  less  than  general  merchandise  rates. 
On  moderate  sized  orders  we  advise  express  shipment  rather  than  freight. 

Our  Terms:  Are  strictly  cash  with  order.  We  prefer  not  to  send  C.  O.  D.,  but  if  wanted 

by  that  method  customers  should  enclose  one-fourth  of  the  amount  in  remittance  with 
order. 

Our  Responsibility:  It  is  so  manifestly  impossible  for  a seller  of  any  perishable  article 

to  be  responsible  for  what  may  happen  to  it  after  it  leaves  his  hands,  especially  one 
like  seeds,  which  are  planted  in  the  ground  under  varying  conditions  of  soil  and 
climate,  that  we,  in  common  with  all  American  seed  houses,  disclaim  responsibility  as 
to  the  crop  which  may  be  raised  from  seeds  which  we  sell. 

At  the  same  time,  in  case  of  any  failure  to  secure  proper  results  caused  from  some  in- 
herent fault  in  the  seeds  themselves,  The  Botzum  Bros.  Co.  accepts  responsibility  not 
for  crop,  but  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  of  money  paid  for  seeds,  if  immediately  ad- 
vised. Or  seeds  may  be  returned.  See  below. 

We  wish  it  understood  that  all  our  seeds  are  sold  under  the  following  general  non-war- 
ranty : 

We  do  not  wararnt  in  any  way,  expressed  or  implied,  the  contents  or  the  description,  qual- 
ity, productiveness  or  any  other  matter  of  any  seeds,  bulbs,  plants,  shrubs  or  trees 
sold  by  us,  and  we  will  not  be  in  any  way  responsible  for  the  crop.

ASPARAGUS  ROOTS 

Plant  either  in  Spring  or  Fall 

No  effort  put  forth  in  the  garden  will  bring  more  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  than  an  established  Asparagus  bed,  if  that  is  thoroughly 
prepared  according  to  the  following  directions.  A bed  20  by  50  feet 
set  with  1,000  two-year-old  roots  will  last  for  years  and  furnish  an 
abundance : 

Culture  Directions.  Select  a good  sandy  loam,  plow  the  ground  as]  deep  as 
possible,  dig  out  12  inches  deep,  put  in  a layer  of  4 inches  of  good,  strong 
stable  manure,  and  press  down;  then  fill  in  with  good,  rich,  black  loam  to  the 
top  of  the  bed;  sow  on  the  top  of  the  bed  100  lbs.  of  Kainit  to  1,000  square  feet 
of  bed;  incorporate  this  thoroughly  to  depth  of  3 inches.  After  leveling  bed  off 
even,  stretch  a line  the  length  of  bed  9 inches  from  the  edge,  and  with  a spade  cut 
a furrow  8 inches  deep,  set  a row  of  plants  along  the  trench  9 inches  apart,  with 
the  crowns  of  the  roots  2 inches  below  the  surface,  then  cover  up,  make  even  and 
plant  other  rows  9 inches  apart.

GENERAL  LIST  OF  BEANS 


Culture.  Beans  are  somewhat  tender,  but  it  often  pays  to  take  some  risks.  Plant  in  warm,  loamy  soil  at  the  be- 
ginning of  settled,  warm  weather  in  Spring  and  at  intervals  for  succession  until  August.  Rows  may  be  made  2 feet 
apart,  and  the  Beans  planted  not  more  than  2 inches  deep  and  several  inches  apart  in  the  drills,  or  3 or  4 Beans  in  hills 
6 to  8 inches  apart.  Cultivate  and  hoe  frequently,  always  however,  when  the  vines  are  perfectly  dry.  In  hoeing  draw 
the  soil  up  towards  the  rows  or  plants.  For  String  Beans  gather  the  pods  clean  as  fit  for  use.  The  plants  will  remain 
all  the  longer  in  the  bearing.

GARDEN  BEANS 

Garden  beans  should  be  inoculated  the  same  as  all  other  legumes. 

The  bacteria  attach  themselves  to  the  roots  forming  nodules — simply  colonies, 
masses,  of  germs.  These  germs  take  nitrogen  from  the  air,  supplying  it  to  the 
plant,  causing  increased  growth,  more  prolific  bearing,  higher  food  value,  and 
above  all,  earlier  maturity. 

Inoculated  beans  come  into  bearing  earlier,  often  io  days  to  2 weeks  earlier 
than  when  not  inoculated. 

Inoculate  with  Botzum  Brothers’  Standard  Inoculating  Bacteria.

Bush  Beans 

Bush  Beans  are  the  type  generally  grown  for  early  string  or  Snap  Beans,  both  for  home  use  and 
for  market.  They  come  in  two  general  classes,  the  Green  Podded  and  the  Yellow,  or  Wax-Podded 
varieties.  It  is  a question  which  type  is  the  better.  Some  people  like  one  and  some  the  other.  Some 
markets  prefer  the  wax  pods  while  other  prefer  the  green  pods.  There  is  really  very  little  difference 
in  flavor,  yield,  earliness,  hardness  or  quality  between  the  yellow  pod  and  green  pod  Beans.  But  still 
different  gardeners  and  different  markets  have  their  preferences,  so  we  must  grow  both  kinds. 

Green  Pod  Bush  Beans

This  is  a great  improvement  on  the  old  time  popular  favorite 
Valentine  Bean.  The  pods  are  fully  one-third  longer,  averaging  5 to  6 inches  in  length;  absolutely 
stringless,  very  crisp,  round,  full  and  fleshy.  It  is  enormously  productive,  its  handsome  pods  being 
ready  for  market  a few  days  earlier  than  old  Valentine.  We  confidently  recommend  it  either  for  the 
home  garden  or  as  a profitable  variety  to  grow  for  market. 

Burpee’s  New  Stringless  Green  Pod  Beans.  Crisp,  tender,  luscious  flavor.  Handsome  light  green 
pods,  are  ready  to  market  TWO  WEEKS  EARLIER  than  the  Red  Valentine.

Keeney’s  Stringless  Refugee.  (48  days.)  Here  is  a new  bean  of  exceptional  merit,  exceedingly 
prolific,  fine  quality,  rust  resistant,  and  an  ideal  market  variety.  Pods  round,  long  and  entirely 
stringless. 

Long  Yellow  Six  Weeks.  Early;  leading  market  variety;  straight  flat  pods. 

Refugee,  Extra-Early.  Similar  to  the  Late  Refugee,  or  1,000-to-l,  except  that  it  is  about  ten  days 
earlier.  Pods  round,  fleshy,  almost  straight,  and  of  uniform  size.  A good  cropper  and  shipper. 
Refugee,  or  1,000-to-l.  Late;  largely  grown  for  main  crop;  very  productive  and  tender;  highly 
esteemed  for  use  as  pickles. 

Broad  Windsor.  (English  Bean.)  As  this  bean  is  very  hardy  it  should  be  planted  as  early  as  the 
ground  will  permit,  five  or  six  inches  deep  in  row  three  feet  apart,  and  plants  four  feet  apart.  Dry 
beans  very  large  and  yellowish  green.

Sure  Crop  Stringless  Wax  is  a dwarf-growing  variety;  strong,  vigorous  vines  producing  early,  rich 
yellow  pods  of  extra  size,  measuring  seven  to  seven  and  one-half  inches  long,  more  than  one-half 
inch  wide  and  nearly  one-half  inch  thick,  and  of  excellent  quality. 

Davis  Kidney  Wax.  The  vines  are  vigorous,  hardy,  of  upright  growth  and  bear  near  the  center, 
many  clusters.  Rustless,  and  of  clear  waxy  white  color;  when  young  are  entirely  stringless,  brittle, 
crisp  and  tender.  The  dry  beans  are  large,  kidney-shaped,  very  attractive,  and  excellent  for  baking. 

Prolific  Black  Wax.  The  old  standard  Black  Wax  Bush  Bean.  It  is  so  good  that  it  is  worthy  of 
special  notice.  The  pods  are  round,  brittle,  of  handsome  golden  yellow  color,  and  of  buttery  flavor 
when  cooked. 

Pencil  Pod  Black  Wax.  Pencil  Pod  Black  Wax  grows  a taller,  stronger  and  more  vigorous  bush 
than  the  Improved  Prolific  Black  Wax,  long,  slender,  straight,  handsome  pods,  shaped  very  much 
like  a pencil. 

Burpee’s  Kidney  Wax.  More  robust  in  growth  and  more  prolific  than  the 
popular  Wardwell’s  Kidney  Wax, — with  longer  pods  which  are  more  hand- 
some in  appearance,  entirely  stringless,  more  fleshy,  and  of  much  finer 
quality.  The  dry  seed  is  kidney-shaped  like  Wardwell’s,  but  a little  more 
rounded  and  more  nearly  pure  white  in  color,  having  only  slight  brownish 
markings  around  the  eye. 

Currie’s  Rust  Proof  Wax.  An  excellent  Wax  Bean,  in  every  respect.  Rust 
proof,  tender,  thick,  flat  pods  of  very  good  quality.  Very  little  string  in 
early  stages,  developing  a little  when  nearing  maturity.  Fit  for  table  use 
47  days  from  planting. 
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LIMA  BEANS 
Three  Fine  Bush  Lima  Beans 

Culture.  Selected  land  that  is  especially  warm,  rich  and  well  supplied  with  vegetable 
fibre  or  humus.  Plant  as  soon  as  the  soil  has  become  warm  in  Spring.  Make  the  rows  2 feet 
apart  and  give  to  each  plant  6 inches  on  the  row.  A top  dressing  of  poultry  manure,  ashes 
or  some  good  fertilizer  or  some  good  compost  around  the  plants  will  be  of  much  benefit  in 
hastening  maturity  and  increasing  the  yield. 

Burpee-Improved  Bush  Lima. 

This  has  uniformly  larger  pods 
than  Burpee’s  Bush  Lima,  while 
the  pods  contain  more  Beans 
which  are  thicker  and  remain 
green  even  in  the  dry  stage.  The 
plants  are  very  prolific,  bearing 
pods  in  clusters  of  from  5 to  7. 

The  individual  pods  average  5 
to  6 inches  long  and  contain 
from  5 to  7 beans.  The  beans 
are  exceedingly  thin-skinned  and 
of  delightful  flavor.  They  al- 
most “melt  in  your  mouth,”  to 
use  a popular  expression.  Lb.,

Early  Jersey  Lima 


Fordhook  Bush  Lima.  It  is  entirely  distinct  in  habit  of  growth.  The  stiffly 
erect  bushes  branch  freely  and  bear  tremendous  crops.  It  is  ready  for  use 
as  early  as  the  popular  Burpee’s  Bush  Lima,  but  the  beans  are  much 
plumper  and  remain  green  much  longer.  The  shelled  beans  are  very  fat, 
are  closely  packed  in  the  pods,  which  shell  very  easily.  Pods  are  borne  in 
clusters  of  from  4 to  6,  averaging  4 to  5 inches  long  and  contain  usually  4 
tender  beans  of  a delightful  flavor.

After  the  soil  has  been  drawn  up  with  the  hose,  it  is 
drawn  around  each  plant  by  hand  to  keep  the  leaves  firm  in 
upright  position  and  prevent  spreading.  When  plants  have  be- 
come “set”  in  an  upright  position  and  the  Celery  is  wanted  for 
early  use,  they  should  be  “banked.”

MUSHROOM  SPAWN 

Culture.  Mushrooms  may  be  grown  in  cellars,  under 
benches  in  greenhouses,  or  in  sheds  wherever  the  temper- 
ature of  50  degrees  can  be  kept  up  during  the  Winter. 
The  beds  should  be  made  from  November  to  February, 
according  to  the  time  the  Mushrooms  are  wanted,  and  it 
requires  about  two  months  for  them  to  begin  bearing. 
Secure  fresh  horse  dung,  free  from  straw  and  litter  and 
mix  an  equal  bulk  of  loam  from  an  old  pasture  with  it. 
Keep  this  under  cover,  taking  care  to  turn  it  every  day 
to  prevent  it  from  heating,  until  the  pile  is  large  enough 
to  make  a bed  of  the-  required  size.  Three  or  four  feet 
wide,  eight  inches  deep  and  any  length  desired  are  the 
proper  proportions  for  a bed,  but  this  may  be  varied. 
Prepare  the  mixture  of  loam  and  manure,  making  the  bed 
in  layers  and  pounding  down  each  with  the  back  of  a 
spade.  Leave  this  to  heat  through  for  a few  days,  and 
as  soon  as  the  heat  subsides  to  90  degrees  make  holes  in 
the  bed  bout  a foot  apart  each  way,  into  which  put 
pieces  of  spawn  2 or  3 inches  in  diameter;  fill  up  the 
hole  with  compost,  and  at  the  expiration  of  a week  or  10 
days  the  spawn  will  have  thoroughly  diffused  itself 
through  the  bed.  Spread  layer  of  soil  over  the  heap  to 
the  depth  of  2 inches,  and  cover  with  3 or  4 inches  of 
hay,  straw  or  litter.  Examine  bed  often  to  see  that  it 
does  not  get  dry.  Take  special  care,  however,  when  water 
is  given  that  it  be  at  a temperature  of  100.

All  clovers  suceed  best  if  ino- 
culated. Many  farmers  who 
have  been  liming  find  clover 
still  does  not  succeed.  In  most 
cases  inoculation,  in  addition  to 
lime,  is  just  what  is  needed.

Alfalfa,  or  Lucerne.  Make  the  most  valuable 
and  largest  yielding  hay  crop  known.  Can  get 
four  to  five  cuttings  a year  from  sowing. 
For  some  time,  it  was  thought  not  to  be  adapt- 
able to  our  section,  but  inoculation  methods 
have  disproved  this.  Loose  or  loamy  soils,  or 
soils  with  gravelly  or  sandy  subsoils,  or  deep 
limestone  soils,  are  admirably  adapted  for  its 
growth,  though  clay  or  very  heavy  soils  are 
not.  Be  sure  to  properly  prepare  your  land, 
liming  it  if  ground  is  sour  and  inoculate  the 
seed  before  sowing.  While  the  early  fall  is 
the  best  time  for  sowing  seed,  it  can  be  sown 
in  the  spring,  in  March  or  April,  and  a satis- 
factory stand  will  make  one  or  two  cuttings 
the  same  year,  and  full  cuttings  the  following 
year.  It  should  always  be  cut  before  coming 
into  full  bloom,  and  handled  as  little  as  pos- 
sible thereafter.  A firm  seed  bed  is  of  the 
first  importance,  then  sow  good  seed  20-30 
lbs.  per  acre,  generally  broadcast.  A slight 
top  dressing  of  well  rotted  stable  manure  is 
advisable.  With  this,  and  ordinary  care,  an 
Alfalfa  field  will  last  15-20  years.  Some  plant- 
ers sow  a light  seeding  of  Alfalfa  with 
Clovers  and  other  grasses,  thus  both  determin- 
ing if  the  land  is  adapted  for  Alfalfa,  and  also 
thus  inoculating  the  land  for  it  afterwards,  in 
case  it  does  prove  adaptable. 


Alsike,  or  Swedish  Clover.  This  is  somewhat 
similar  in  growth  and  appearance  to  Red 
Clover,  but  it  is  hardier  land  stands  cold 
weather  better  than  Red  Clover,  and  where 
conditions  of  soil  and  lateness  of  seeding  make 
any  possibility  of  winter-killing,  it  is  advisable 
to  sow  Alsike  Clover,  or  at  least  to  sow  it  in 
mixtures  with  other  clovers.  It  does  well  on 
stiff  or  clay  soils.  It  is  a perennial  and  pos- 
sesses long  fibrous  roots,  taking  a deep  hold 
on  the  soil.  Sow  in  the  spring  or  fall  at  the 
rate  of  12  lbs.  per  acre.  Per  bu.  (60  lbs), 
lbs.) 

White  Dutch  Clover.  A small  low  growing 
variety,  with  creeping  stems;  mixed  with  Blue 
Grass  or  Perennial  Rye  Grass,  or  Timothy, 
it  makes  a permanent  pasture  of  great  value. 
It  is  very  largely  used  in  lawn  and  pasturage 
mixtures,  and  is  indigenous  to  the  soils  through- 
out this  section.  It  makes  a small,  close  com- 
pact growth,  covering  the  ground  like  a car- 
pet.

INOCULATE  ALFALFA 

Alfalfa,  like  all  clovers,  must  be  inoculated. 
No  farmer,  even  in  the  deep  rich  soils  of  the 
Western  States,  will  attempt  to  grow  this  crop 
without  it.  No  soil  has  in  it  enough  nitrogen  to 
grow  successive  crops  of  alfalfa,  year  after  year, 
without  exhaustion.  Some  years  ago  the  West 
thought  they  could  do  it,  but  their  alfalfa  began 
turning  yellow,  due  to  lack  of  nitrogen.

Crimson.  Or  more  commonly  called  Scarlet, 
Italian  or  German  Clover,  is  an  annual  of 
French  origin,  makes  a growth  from  20  to  30 
inches  high,  has  a bright  crimson  blossom  from 
1H  to  3 inches  long,  and  when  in  full  bloom 
with  its  luxuriant  growth  of  green  foliage  and 
its  crimson  bloom,  is  a thing  of  beauty.  It 
is  a winter  crop,  and  should  be  sown  in  July, 
August  or  September  of  each  year.  As  a ma- 
nurial  crop  its  worth  in  fertilized  value  is  hard 
to  compute,  being  equal  to  one  to  three  tons  of 
commercial  fertilizer.  Sow  15  pounds  to  the 
acre.  Per  bushel  (60  lbs.) 

Medium,  or  Common  Red.  This  is  the  most 
important  of  all  varieties  of  Clover  for  prac- 
tical farm  purposes ; makes  excellent  pasturage, 
and  fine  hay  crops  when  sown  with  Timothy, 
Orchard  and  other  grasses,  as  the  latter  ripen 
about  the  same  time.  It  is  one  of  the  best 
fodders  for  milch  cows  or  sheep,  and  improves 
the  land  by  adding  humus  to  the  soil.

Stands 
droughty  weather  equally  as  well  as  alfalfa, 
yet  will  grow  in  wet  places.  It  is  a deep  root- 
ing legume,  storing  up  Nitrogen  like  Cow  Peas, 
thus  possessing  great  fertilizing  properties.  Two 
crops  can  be  cut  in  a season.  It  is  a good  silo 
feed.

Mammoth  or 
Sappling  Clover,  sometimes  called  Pea  Vine 
Clover,  is  a variety  of  the  common  Red  Clover, 
maturing  about  ten  days  later.

INOCULATE  VETCH 

Vetch,  that  is  the  Russian  or  hairy  vetch,  called  also  winter  and  sand  vetch,  is 
a valuable  legume. 

It  is  especially  valuable  for  fall  and  spring  pasturage,  often  in  the  North  re- 
maining green  until  Christmas,  and  being  the  first  pasture  plant  available  in  the 
spring. 

Vetch  is  especilly  valuable  as  a soil  builder.  If  inoculated,  it  will  take  nitro- 
gen from  the  air,  nitrogen  enough  to  supply  itself  and  far  more,  the  surplus  remain- 
ing in  the  ground  to  improve  the  soil. 

But  vetch,  as  any  other  legume,  can  not  take  nitrogen  from  the  air  unless  inocu- 
lated. The  work  must  be  done  by  the  bacteria  in  the  nodules.  Without  bacteria  it 
will  exhaust  the  land  just  the  same  as  timothy  or  any  other  non-legume.  Further- 
more vetch  is  one  of  those  legumes — like  alfalfa  and  soy  beans — requiring  inocula- 
tion for  its  proper  growth.

VETCH 

Hairy,  or  Sand  Vetch  (Picia  Villosa).  An 

excellent  plant  for  a winter  crop  to  prevent 
leaching;  also  for  forage  and  fertilizing.  If 
sown  in  August  or  September  it  will  make  a 
good  crop  of  forage  the  following  spring.  It 
is  quite  hardy  and  very  seldom  winter  kills  in 
the  vicinity  of  Philadelphia,  unless  planted  on 
wet,  heavy  soil.  It  is  being  used  extensively  in 
this  vicinity  for  plowing  under ; also  for  dairy 
stock  and  poultry  pasture.  Sow  1 to  1 y2 
bushels  per  acre.  If  sown  with  rye,  use  y.  to  1 
bushel  of  Vetch  with  *4  bushel  of  rye. 

VETCH  OR  TARE 

Spring  (Vicia  bativa).  A splendid  pea-like 
plant  grown  as  an  annual  in  the  North.  De- 
sirable as  a forage  plant,  and  valuable  as  a 
cover-crop  for  orchards.  Culture  same  as  for 
field  peas.  Sow  90  to  120  lbs.  per  acre.

There  is  no  plant  that  will  give  as  heavy  a 
yield  of  forage  at  such  a small  cost  as  this,  and 
its  general  cultivation  would  add  largely  to  the 
profits  of  American  farms.  Especially  valuable 
for  green  manuring  and  pasture.  When  fed  off 
by  sheep  it  will  probably  do  more  to  restore  and 
make  profitable  exhausted  soils  than  any  other 
plant. 

Ground  should  be  prepared  same  as  for  turnips.

It  may 
be  sown  broadcast,  either  with  other  fall  forage 
crops  or  by  itself,  using  from  one  to  five  pounds 
of  seed  per  acre.

Make  Profitable  Money  Crops  to  Plant  Either 
for  Sale,  Green  or  Dry 

The  varieties  named  below  are  not  only  valu- 
largely  used  all  through  the  South  and  in  other 
able  as  forage  and  soil-improving  crops,  but  the 
dried  peas  are  readily  salable  during  the  winter 
at  much  higher  prices  than  ordinary  cow-peas. 
The  dried  peas  of  the  varieties  named  below  are 
sections  of  the  country  as  table  peas  during  the 
winter,  and  the  demand  for  them  is  constantly  on 
the  increase. 

Black-eyed  Susan.  The  large  Black-eye  Peas 
are  more  prolific,  better  flavored  and  bring  a 
higher  price  than  the  ordinary  Black-eye,  and 
farmers  will  find  it  more  profitable  to  plant 
these  than  the  ordinary  Black-eye ; they  make 
a more  profitable  crop  to  grow  for  picking  the 
dry  peas  for  sale  in  our  markets  during  the 
winter. 

SOY  OR  SOJA  BEANS 

Culture.  Sow  about  May  1st  according  to  instruc- 
tions given  below. 

The  use  of  Soy  Beans  is  constantly  increasing  on 
account  of  their  value  as  a forage  crop  as  well  as  their 
great  fertilizing  properties.  They  can  be  sown  with  cow- 
peas  to  hold  the  pea  vines  off  the  ground,  which  thus 
can  be  cut  and  cured  to  beter  advantage  for  hay.  They 
can  be  grown  generally  where  com  can,  and  do  equally 
well  on  light  and  heavy  soils.  Where  a crop  of  Soy  Beans 
is  growing  it  is  nearly  impossible  for  weeds  to  grow. 
For  hay  or  fertilizer  they  should  be  sown  from  60  to 
90  pounds  to  the  acre.  When  sown  for  ensilage  it  is 
better  to  sow  in  corn  at  15  to  20  lbs.  to  the  acre.  Sow 
for  the  shelled  Beans  at  the  rat  of  60  to  90  pounds  to 
the  acre,  in  drills  3 J4  feet  apart,  and  cultivate. 

Wilson  Black.  One  of  the  best,  in  our  opin- 
ion, for  the  Northern  States,  where  a quick, 
early  variety  is  desired.  Average  height  on 
good  land  is  2 J4  to  3 feet.  A very  prolific  va- 
riety, and  requires  about  90  days  to  be  ready 
to  cut  for  hay. 

Mammoth  Yellow  Soy.  This  variety  will  not 
mature  seed  in  the  North,  but  makes  a large 
growth  of  forage  and  is  used  for  hay  and  to 
plow  under  to  improve  the  soil.

Soy  Beans  must  be  inoculated  to  succeed.  All  Experiment  Stations  ad- 
vise it  and  farmers  everywhere  are  doing  it.  Very  few  soy  beans  are  planted 
these  modern  days  without  being  inoculated.

HOW  TO  MAKE  A LAWN 


Have  soil  thoroughly  spaded  up,  enriched  with  commercial  fertilizer  or  ~rell  rotted  manure, 
level  and  roll  it  well  to  make  compact.  Select  a still,  damp  day  for  seeding ; now  sow  one-half  of 
the  seed  from  north  to  south  and  half  from  east  to  west,  and  roll  again,  when  grass  comes  up  re- 
planting bare  spots.  When  grass  is  2 inches  high  cut  it,  and  as  necessary  thereafter.  Don’t  rake 
up  short  clippings  as  they  make  a good  mulch.  Always  thoroughly  soak  a lawn  when  sprinkling, 
when  required,  but  never  sprinkle  lightly. 

Many  people  are  disappointed  in  starting  a new  lawn  by  the  use  of  stable  manme,  and  blame 

the  seedsman  for  selling  poor  seed,  when  the  quality  of  the  seed  may  be  of  the  very  best;  but  was 

spoiled  by  the  use  of  manure. 

Foul  seeds  are  found  in  great  quantity  in  hay  shipped  in  and  fed  to  horses  and  cows,  and  from 

the  stable  find  their  way  onto  the  lawn.  No  matter  how  pure  and  true  to  name  the  grass  seed  you 

use  is,  the  weeds  sowed  with  the  manure  will  spoil  the  results. 

In  starting  a new  lawn  in  the  Spring,  if  the  ground  is  not  prepared  the  previous  Fall,  we  advo- 
cate the  use  of  concentrated  commercial  fertilizers.  There  are  generally  weed  seeds  enough  it  die 
soil  to  spoil,  to  a certain  extent,  the  good  quality  of  grass  seed  you  may  use  without  adding  more  Ly 
the  use  of  stable  manure.  Commercial  fertilizers  are  so  much  more  convenient  to  apply  and  act  so 
much  quicker  that  their  use  should  be  more  common,  even  if  cost  is  a little  higher. 

For  best  results  apply  commercial  fertilizers  in  early  Spring  and  again  in  mid-Summer.  One 
hundred  pounds  will  cover  about  three  thousand  square  feet. 


Upon  the 
preparation  of  the  soil  before  the  seed  is  sown, 
depends  the  life  of  the  lawn.

Sudan  is 
an  unusual  grass  and  must  be  reseeded  every 
year.  The  plants  under  favorable  weather 
conditions  grow  to  a height  of  6 to  10  feet, 
but  when  broadcasted  thickly  it  grows  only  3 
to  5 feet  high.  It  frequently  produces  20  or 
more  stalks  to  a plant.  The  stems  are  un- 
branched, seldom  larger  than  a lead-pencil  and 
are  covered  with  an  abundance  of  leaves.  _ Is 
easily  cured,  making  hay  of  excellent  quality, 
which  is  readily  eaten  by  all  kinds  of  stock 
without  injury  to  them.  If  sown  by  June  1st 
three  crops  of  hay  can  be  cut  before  frost. 
This  grass  may  be  grown  in  rows  30  inches 
apart,  to  permit  easy  cultivation,  using  3 to 
5 pounds  of  seed  per  acre,  or  it  can  be  sown 
by  drilling  or  broadcasting,  using  15  to  20 
pounds  of  seed  per  acre. 

Hungarian  Millet.  An  annual  forage  plant, 
early  and  productive,  growing  2 to  3 feet  high, 
with  an  abundance  of  foliage,  often  yielding 
2 to  3 tons  per  acre.  Sow  1 bus.  to  the  acre. 
Bus.  (48  lbs.) 

Golden  or  German  Millet.  This  is  the  favorite 
variety  for  planting  in  good  land  to  produce  a 
large  crop  of  hay  or  forage  during  the  summer 
months ; of  very  strong  growth.  50  lbs.  to  the 
bushel;  1 bushel  to  the  acre.  Tennessee  grown. 
Bus.  (50  lbs.) 

Japanese  Barnyard  Millet.  Enormously  pro- 
ductive, yielding  from  four  to  six  tons  of  cured 
forage  per  acre,  on  rich  soils.

In  this  list  we  describe  the  leading  flowers  grown  from  seed.  The  varieties  are  arranged 
alphabetically,  principally  under  the  scientific  name,  but  in  some  cases  by  the  popular  or 
common  name.  Our  flower  seeds  are  of  the  very  best  quality;  many  are  grown  for  us  under  contract 
by  the  best  growers  in  America,  while  foreign-grown  varieties  are  of  our  own  importation  direct 
from  the  most  reliable  growers  in  Europe,  who,  on  account  of  their  integrity,  special  facilities  and 
location,  are  able  to  produce  the  different  varieties  to  their  greatest  perfection. 

All  flowers  raised  from  seed  are  known  as  Annuals,  Biennials,  and  Perennials.  Each  of  these 
classes  is  again  divided  into  two  classes,  viz.,  the  hardy  and  half-hardy,  or  tender  kinds. 

Annuals  are  those  plants  which  flower,  or  ripen  their  seeds  or  fruits  the  season  they  are  sown,  and 
then  perish. 

Hardy  Annuals  require  no  artificial  heat  at  any  period  of  their  growth;  every  stage  of  their  develop- 
ment, from  germination  to  ripening  of  the  seed,  being  passed  in  the  open  ground.  They  are  the 
most  easily  cultivated  of  all  plants. 

Half-Hardy  Annuals  flower  and  ripen  their  seeds  in  the  open  air,  but  need  the  assistance  of  artificial 
heat  in  the  earlier  stages  of  their  growth. 

Biennials  are  those  plants  that  grow  from  seed  one  year,  bloom  and  die  the  next,  though  some  vari- 
eties bloom  the  first  season  if  sown  early. 

Hardy  Biennials  can  remain  in  the  open  ground  all  winter;  they  require  no  protection. 

Half-Hardy  Biennials  require  protection  and  should  be  started  in  the  frame  or  cool  house  and 
transferred  to  the  open  ground  in  Spring  after  danger  from  frost. 

Perennials  are  those  plants  which  last  for  several  years,  flowering  annually  after  the  first  season. 

Some  varieties  bloom  the  first  season  if  started  early. 

Half-Hardy  Perennials  require  to  be  well  protected,  some  varieties  requiring  such  protection  as  is 
afforded  by  a greenhouse  or  dry  cellar. 

The  letter  ‘A”  following  variety  indicates  Annuals ; “B,”  the  Biennials ; “P,”  the  Perennials ; “P. 
A„”  those  Perennials  which  can  be  treated  as  Annuals.

General  Culture.  Sweet  Peas  delight  in  a soil  inclined  to  be  clayey  and,  as  the  little  beauty  is  a 
gross  feeder,  a good  supply  of  well-rotted  manure  should  be  mixed  with  the  ground.  Fall  is  the 
best  season  to  prepare  the  soil.  A good  many  failures  have  been  made  by  manuring  in  the  spring,  for 
the  reason  that  all  pea  vines  like  a moist  ground,  and  the  heat  originated  by  the  manure  combined 
with  the  heat  from  the  sun,  is  too  much  for  the  young  vines,  which  turn  yellow  and  die.  The  best  sea- 
son to  sow  the  seed  is  as  soon  in  the  spring  as  the  ground  can  be  worked.  Late  sowing  produces 
rank  growth,  but  few  flowers.  Dig  a trench  one  foot  deep  by  sixteen  or  eighteen  inches  wide  and 
mix  in  it  six  inches  of  top  soil,  with  old  manure.  In  this  plant  your  seeds  in  two  rows  and  drop  one 
pea  every  inch  or  two ; then  cover  with  two  inches  of  soil,  gradually  filling  the  trench  as  they  grow. 
One  side  has  to  be  a little  lower  to  allow  surplus  water  to  drain  off.  Flowers  must  be  picked  off  every 
day  if  you  want  them  to  bloom  all  through  the  summer.  Bone  dust  and  nitrate  of  soda  will  hasten  the 
time  of  flowering.

Set  the  bulbs 
from  three  to  five  inches  deep,  according  to  size. 
During  the  winter  it  is  advisable  to  cover  the 
surface  of  the  bed  with  a thin  layer  of  manure, 
which  will  not  only  afford  slight  protection  to 
the  bulbs,  but  will  materially  enrich  the  soil. 
In  spring  the  manure  may  be  removed  or  dug  in 
between  the  rows.  Care  should  be  taken  that 
they  have  proper  drainage,  no  water  being  al- 
lowed to  stand  around  the  roots.  Once  firmly 
established,  they  should  not  be  disturbed  oftener 
than  once  in  five  years.

CARE  OF  TREES  AND  PLANTS 

When  the  Trees  are  received  from  the  nursery,  they  should  be  examined  and  cared  for  at  once. 
Do  not  delay.  If  they  all  cannot  be  set  at  once,  the  bundles  should  be  opened  and  the  trees  separated, 
and  heeled  in  the  ground,  so  the  moist  soil  will  thoroughly  cover  the  roots  and  exclude  all  air  from 
them.  Do  not  at  any  time  expose  the  roots  to  the  sun  or  air  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary.  If 
they  are  dried  from  long  exposure,  bury  them  entirely  in  the  ground  or  place  them  in  water  from  twelve 
to  twenty-four  hours  before  planting. 

Before  any  holes  are  dug,  the  land  should  be  thoroughly  plowed  and  the  soil  finely  pulverized.  It 
is  best  to  have  the  field  marked  out  and  stakes  driven  where  each  tree  is  going  to  be  set,  so  the  trees 
will  be  absolutely  in  line.  If  the  trees  are  to  be  set  in  the  lawn  or  where  the  ground  cannot  be  plowed, 
spade  the  ground  for  at  least  three  feet  in  diameter  and  eighteen  inches  deep. 

Just  before  planting,  examine  all  the  roots  carefully  and  cut  to  a smooth  surface  any  bruised  or 
extra  long  roots  with  a sharp  knife  or  pruning  shears.  It  is  best  to  trim  all  the  roots  somewhat. 

The  hole  should  be  sufficiently  large  to  admit  all  the  roots  without  bruising  or  cramping  and  deep 
enough  so  the  trees  will  stand  one  or  two  inches  deeper  than  they  stood  in  the  nursery  row.  After 
the  tree  is  placed  in  the  hole,  fill  the  hole  about  half  full  of  top  soil,  then  tramp  down  firmly.  The  top 
three  or  four  inches  of  soil  should  not  be  tramped  too  firmly.  Large  or  tall  trees  should  be  staked  so 
the  wind  will  not  loosen  the  roots.  If  the  soil  is  very  dry,  water  should  be  poured  into  the  hole  after 
the  hole  is  half  filled  with  soil,  then  the  dry  soil  should  be  placed  on  top. 

Mulching  with  fine  barnyard  manure,  sawdust,  grass,  weeds,  or  straw  around  the  tree  after  it  is 
set,  not  only  helps  shade  the  ground,  but  enriches  the  soil.  Mulching  keeps  the  soil  from  drying  out  and 
often  spells  the  difference  between  success  and  failure  when  planting  trees  and  shrubs. 

Peach  trees  should  be  cut  back  from  twenty-four  to  thirty-six  inches  from  the  ground  and  the  side 
branches  should  all  be  cut  off  excepting  four  or  five  near  the  top  and  these  should  be  cut  back,  leav- 
ing one  or  two  buds  on  each  branch  to  insure  one  good  branch  to  form  one  of  the  four  or  five  main  or 
scaffold  branches  of  the  tree.  Apples,  cherries,  pears,  plums  and  quinces  should  be  cut  back  to  about 
four  branches  and  these  in  turn  should  be  cut  back  at  least  one-half.  In  all  casesi  avoid  leaving 
branches  where  they  will  firm  crotches. 

If  these  brief  directions  are  carefully  followed,  OUR  trees  will  all  grow.

WEIGHT  LIMIT 

In  the  local,  first  and  second  zones,  packages  will  be 
delivered  by  Parcel  Post,  weighing  up  to  70  pounds.  In 
the  third  to  eighth  zones,  the  weight  limit  is  50  pounds. 

SIZE  LIMIT 

The  size  of  the  parcel  in  no  case  is  to  exceed  72  inches 
in  length  and  girth  combined.  In  other  words,  the  cir- 
cumference of  the  parcel  at  its  thickest  part,  plus  its 
length,  must  not  exceed  72  inches. 

RETURNING  GOODS 

Should  you  ever  find  it  necessary  to  return  goods  by 
Parcel  Post,  never  put  a letter  or  any  money  in  the  pack- 
age, as  that  would  make  the  whole  shipment  bear  a first- 
class  postage  charge.
